At  approximately  19^0  £ST  an  observer  and  his  son  came  out  or  a barn  and 
noticed  six  red  lights  estimated  to  be  about  1200  feet  from  the  observer  moving 
at  a speed  of  about  twenty  miles  per  hour,  toward  the  IfS.  The  lights  appeared 
as  three  pair  of  lights,  actually  like  the  tail  fins  of  a 1959  Ford.  All  of  the 
lights  had  the  same  intensity  and  was  con^jarable  to  a traffic  signal.  Another 
witness  was  simmoned  from  the  house  and  then  all  three  observers  viewed  the 
lights.  One  witness  stated  that  it  looked  like  a flying  wing.  It  vras  a very 
dark  night  and  there  were  no  stars  out.  The  flight  was  in  a straight  line 
toward  the  hills,  two  miles  away.  All  of  the  observers  thought  the  objects 
were  going  to  crash  into  the  hills  but  it  went  over  instead  and  disappeared 
over  the  horizon.  The  lights  passed  between  the  bam  and  the  house  at  an 
altitude  of  100  - 300  ft.,  and  was  in  view  for  a total  duration  of  three 
minutes.  To  simulate  the  sighting,  one  witness  would  take  a dirigible  or 
hUmp  oriented  sideways  and  place  three  pairs  of  red  lights  along  it. 


COMMENTS 


The  outstanding  factors  in  t.bis  sighting  are  the  very  slow  speed,  the 
floating  sensation,  and  the  ex*reme  closeness,  yet  lack  of  sound  was  reported. 

A portion  of  the  available  data  is  cnaracteristic  of  a balloon  with  a scientific 
payload  or  some  type  of  large  glider.  Attempts  were  made  to  put  either  of  tne 
two  in  the  area  but  to  no  avail.  The  wind  was  out  of  the  northwest  which  also 
conflicts  with  an  eval'^tion  of  a balloon.  With  the  existing  data  Che  case  is 
listed  as  unidentified  by  the  Air  Force.

On  the  evening  of  the  above  date  I along  with  my  son  was  leaving 
a class  at  the  Technical  College  in  the  city  of  Halifax,  Province 
of  Nova  ocotia,and  my  attention  was  drawn  to  what  appeared  to  be 
somthing  like  a group  of  jets  in  close  packed  for*mation,  like 
that  used  when  aerial  displays  are  put  on  for  the  Public. 

After  watching  for  3 seconds  the  absence  of  sound, and  the  appear- 
ence  of  what  appesced  to  be  some  sort  of  jet  thrust  back  further 
from  the  what  had  first  appexiced  to  be  jets  I concluded  that  this 
cou  d not  be  so, as  the  rate  of  speed  was  sufficent  to  allow  the 
sound  to  return  to  my  place  of  vision. 


Then  the  appear ence  of  a bri^t  whitish  light  in  front  and  above 
the  three  lights(see  diagramT  that  I had  not  previously  noticed 
came  to  my  attention,  this  kept  the  same  rate  of  speed  as  the 
3 distinct  lights  below  and  in  back, and  what  appeared  to  be  some 
sort  of  violet  bluish  flame  (like  that  of  a Acytelene  torch)  was 
seen  to  be  emitting  some  sort  of  power  like  the  thrust  of  a 
motor, the  arch  of  vision  was  approximately  7O-80  degrees, and  then 
the  lights  dissappeared  behind  some  clouds. 


A^y  conclusion  is  th^t  if  this  was  a vehicle  of  some  sort  it 
was  of  size  of  perhaps  1000-1500  in  length  as  it  appeared  to  be 
a ohe  height  of  50-  75,000  ft, and  for  the  spacing  of  the  light 
if  the  lights  were  some  sort  of  port  holes  or  observation  r-?xeas 
thii  rate  of  spe<ud  was  not  that  great  that  it  ouuld  not  hav^e  been 
some  tj^po  of  l.,rge  jet  plane  tut  of  enormous  size.  I can  only 
conclude  that  report  to  the  RC/iE  in  Canada  confirms  that  such 

rt  creft  v/ould  appecE  of  -^adar,  £;nd  that  no  craft  v/as  reported  to 

their  «'-*t  mention,  and  that  they  reported  that  they  had  other  report 
of  tne  same  sightings  made  me  feel  that  we  have  either  had  a visi 
by  craft  from  areas  unknov/n,or  that  craft  sighted  v/as  on  course 

thfj.t  Airforce  officials  do  not  care  to  make  available  to  the 

public. 

I trust  that  my  account  uf  the  sighting  v/il.*.  help  coi’elate  other- 
reported  so  that  some  answer  to  the  appearence  of  this  unexplained 
craft  can  be  found. 


I have  been  at  the  Capo  Kennedy  operation  while  on  vacation  and 
have  wktinessed  some  launchings  of  the  Gemni  Titiam  2, and  ranger 
missies  as  w'ell  as  other  durir^g  tho  latter  part  of  January, and 
up  till  uad  including  February  1 5,1965  eo'  observations  of  these 
launchings  confirms  ray  opinion  that  these  were  not  missies  as  the 
speed  was  too  slow, and  the  height  too  lov/.Your  comments  will  be 
appreciated  at  your  convience.
